The State Duma voted 273-138 to reject 
Chernomyrdin after President Boris 
Ydtao met with parliamentary leaders in 
a bid m> break the standoff over forming a 
new govemmnt. It was the second time 
the. Duma had. refused to confirm 


Ydtsm now gets one more shot at nomi- 
nating a prime minister. He can renomi- 
nate Chenumyrdin or another candidate 


for a third vote. If his 
choice is again lejeae^ 
the consdtudan calls for 
him to dissolve the

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Civil rights leaders blame police

ATLANTA (AP) — The Rev. 
Jesse Jackson Jr. and other dvil 
rights leaders said Monday that 
New York City police overreact- 
ed in breaking up a youth move- 

ment mordi in_Harlcm orgnniicd_ 
by a controvcrsial fbniicr Nation 
of Islam spokesman. 

“It was regrettable that young 
people whose sole purpose was to 
lift themselves up were subjected 
to that treatment,” said NAACP 
President Kweisi Mfume. “There 
was a dear overreaction on the 
part of the police depanmeot.” 
Jackson, Mfume and others 
spoke at the Million Youth 
Movement Mardi; where 3,S00 to 
4,000 people from around the ■ 
country spent their Labor Day 
•weekend in a scriw of workshops 
and a march aimed at focusing 
attention on the plight of black 
youth and laundiing a movement 
to empower them. 

The event in Atlanta liad simi- 
lar goals to Saturday's march in 
Harl^cm, which ended with a 
clash between police and the 
crowd. Rally organizer KhalUd 
Abdul Muhammad told partici- 
ponts to beat up police officers 
“if they so much ns toudi you.” 
Muhammad also suggested that if 
rally panidpants were attacked, 
they should lake guns from the 
police and slioot them. 

Five civilians and 16 police 
officers were hun in die debris- 
throwing skirmish which broke

Summer movie season ends with surprise

LOS ANGELES (AP) — There’s 
somcliiing about this summer. 

The popcorn movie season 
ended on Labor Day the way it 
Iwgan — with a surprise — as the 
sleeper hit "There’s Something 
About Mary" became the No. 1 
film for the first time after eight 
weeks in theatci^ It crunched the 
only new film in wide release, 
Jcan-Claudc Van Damme’s 
“Knock Off.” 

The modestly budgeted gross- 
out comedy starring Cameron 
Diaz and Ben Stiller coUeaed an 
estimated $11.6 million over the 
four-day holiday weekend that 
ended Monday, bringing its total 
to $130.9 million. 

It is believed to be the fust film 
to rise to the top of the box office 
so long after release. 

“Blade" was second with $10.4 
million, followed by “Saving 
Private Ryan” with $8.6 million. 


and “Knock o’ir grossed $S.G mil- 
lion. 

Tlic success of “Mary" capped 
a record-setting season at the 
domestic box office. The summer 
set marks for ticket sales with 
$2.5 billion — lopping last year’s 
$2.2 billion — and for attendance. 
The 560 million tickets sold 
topped the 526 million sold in the 
summer of 1994, according to 
Exhibitor Relations Co. Inc. 
(Figures are not adjusted for 
inflation and apply to modem- 
era, post-1970s Hollywood).

Tills berserk, McCarthyite re- 
quest that the Forest Service “name 
names” was apparently touched oif by 
the Forest Service’s settlement of a 
lawsuit brought by the Southwest Cen- 
ter for Biological Diversity and the 
Forest Guardians. As a result of the 
lawsuit, the Forest Service agreed to 
remove cattle from sensitive stream- 
side habitats in 11 Arizona and New 
Mexico national forests. 

Young also wants the names of Jus- 
tice Department employees who might 
have spoken to members of the envi- 
ronmental groups. I suppose that this 
includes fellow travelers of environ- 
mentalists as well. Young suys lie is 
concerned that the Forest Service may 
hove become ”a captive agency." 

What’s truly insane is that Forest 
Service and Justice Department per- 
sonnel had to talk to the environmen- 
tal groups toigct the lawsuit settled. 
How could they not have talked to 
them? And it would be pretty strange 
if people in the Forest Service didn't 
care about the environment; has 
Young considered starting files on 
anyone in the Forest Service who talks 
to a timber industry employee? 

The real captive agency here is the 
House Resource Committee, and it’s 
been captured by big ranging, big 
timber and big mining. Oh. those cam- 
paign contributions.

• A rider that would forbid the Bu- 
reau of Land Management from re- 
viewing current hard-rock mining reg- 
ulations; ilie purpose is to delay long- 
overdue mining-law reform. 

• A rider to prohibit funds from be- 
ing used by the National Park Service 
to phase out commercial fishing in 
Glacier B.iy National Pork, the largest . 
protected marine ecosystem on the Po- 
cific coast. 

• A rider to allow the BLM to renu- 
tliorire grazing permits without the 
environmental analysis required by 
law.

"Although both the House and Sen- 
ate Interior biUs contain attacks on 
the environment, by sheer volume of 
anti-environmental riders, the Senate 
Interior spending bill is the worse 
we’ve ever seen,” said Roger Schlick- 
cisen, president of Deffinders of 
Wildlife. 

And of course the piece dc resis- 
tance: new oil drilling on the North 
Slope of Alaska, although Interior Sec- 
rciQfy Bruce Babbitt did draw the line 
at drilling in a coastal area he calls a 


'biological wonderland.” WiUiam 
Meadows, president of the Wilderne'is 
Soaety, said: “This is a terribly short- 
sighted decision. This reserve should 
, be dnllcd only in an emergency.” Of 
course, oil supplies are now plentiful, 
and pnees are low and falling, so it 
makes absolutely no sense to drill In- 
the reserve now. ! 

One of the consistent tragedies of 
the American West has been the poor 
quality of its representatives on envi- 
ronmemtd issues. Western senators 
are notorious for siding with timber " 
companies, mining companies and ! 
ranchers. " 

I’ve always felt that ranchers and ' 
enviros should be friends (like fatra-r 
ers and cowboys); ranching can be en- 
vironmentally b.onign, and indeed • 

I there are signs of dn emerging al- 
IJance between the groups here and 
there around the West. But Young arid 
his ilk feed the paranoia that ri^i- ’ 
wing groups have been fomenting in' 
the rural West, that somehow enviros 
arc a subversive bunch out to take - 
away a man’s right to cam a living. ’ 
Anyone who is familiar with the ' 
West knows how fragile that arid envi- 
ronment is - and how irreparable the 
damogc caused by groedy exploita- 
tion. , 

Upton Sinclair once observed, 
difficult to get a man to understand J 
something when his solory depends on 
his not understanding it.” But the eco- 
nomic consequences of environmental 
stupidity arc all around us. 

If wc overfish the oceans, there will 
no fish left for anyone; if wc overcut' 
the forests, there will be nothing left 
for the future; if we permit arid land 
to be overgrazed, it will never come 
back. Unemployed fishermen and ,, 
foresters and cowboys make very good 
environmentalists - but sometimes a 
little laic.

other regional businesses arc also affect- 
ed by those lost opportunities. 

Maybe Novem^ would on appro- 

priate time to dump congressional “suck- 
up" ortuts that coitftne tiicir interests to 
those wiUing 10 contribute to a slick TV 
personality spot. Wc need to elect candi- 
dates that will talk straight about all as- 


pects of the problems that we have a re- 
sponsibility to address to improve the fu- 
ture.

After the laptops connect to 
the server, students con scar^ 
Internet sites that the server 
allows, Withrow said. This way, 
students cannot access inappro- 
priate web sites, but can do 
research any time of day. 

“We want to increase the 
opportunity for learning and the 
kids are getting excited," 
Withrow said. “They will have 
information available so fast.”

The computers will be modi- 
ned, and will not have Hink drives 
or software. They have basic 
word processor and spreadsheet 
programs, and because they are 
amplified, they are less likely to 
break down and can lost longer 
on battery charges. 

Because students can access 
the Internet through the comput- 
ers, they will constantly get 
updated material. 

“'Die kids can keep up without 
having to buy a new textbook 
every year," Withrow said. 

Students also will bring the lap- 
tops to sdiool, where the comput- 
w can automatically connect to 
the server. The laptops will have 
infrared sensors, so In the class- 
room they will be logged onto the 
server whenever they ore turned 
on. 

Other students can use the lap- 


tops to kcc^ up with classroom 
material and homework, espe- 
cially if they cannot make it to 
doss. 

“If they're sick, learning can 
still take place,” he said. 

Even families will be able to 
use the laptops. In a new pro- 
gram beginning next week, 
called Even Start, parents who 
are not proficient in English and 
have children preparing for 
prc^ool will learn En glUh and 
basic dfillg together. 

When the laptops arrive, those 
families can use them at home, 
Withrow said. 

The Crossroads alternative 
middle school in . Meridian 
School Dis&fct used a similar sys- 
tem last year, said principal 
Barbara Leeds. The school’s ISO 
students improved their work 
dramatically. 


Student morale automatically 
went up, she said, because they 
got to bring home laptops. 

“■niey felt like they mattered," 
Leeds said. 

And the students worked like 
their efforts mattered. The avero 
age grade point average went up 
from 1.48 to 2.47, Leeds said. 
Students also showed major 
improvement on the Idaho Test 
of Basic Skills.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — At 
times, he would hope an auto 
accident or other fatal tragedy 
chronicled in the daily newspa- 
per would be the one that saved 
his life. 

The 47-ycar-old construction 
wrker, who could not be identi- 
fied under the confidentiality 
agreement of the organ donor 

program, needed a new liver to 
stay olive and he strug^cd with 
these morbid thoughts. 

“What was realJy sad about it 
was knowing chat somebody 
wrould have to die for me to, self- 
isWy speaking, get a liver," he 
s^d in a raspy voice from his hos- 
pital bed. 

. He was recovering at LDS 
Hospital after recelvlng--a 
healthy liver lost week. 

The donor was a man visiting 
Utah and who died when a 
blood vessel burst in his head 
while panning for gold with a 
friend. 

The victim was brain dead 
when he was rushed to' the hos- 
pital, where surgeons recovered 
not only a liver, but both lungs, 
his kidneys, a pair of heart 
valves, both corneas from his 
eyes, skin, bones and blood ves- 
sels for those needing the 
healthy organs and tissues. 

In an adjacent operating room, 
surgeons propped the construc- 
tion worker who had undergone 
numerous medical treatments 
the post two years for other ail- 
ments associated with a failing 
liver. 

He had also patiently waited 
his turn — his common blood 
type put him on a long list of 


potential recipients. 

“I would call on the week- 
ends and ask if they had any 
activity," said his wife, who 
noted Inst week’s liver trans- 
plant was the first in the area 
in a month. 

Despite infrequent trans- 
plants this summer, the 
intermoumain Organ Recovery 
Systems program ranks third 
out of 63 programs in the nation, 
according to an Associated 
Press analysis. 

Tho program enables 97.6 
transplants per 1,000 deaths in 
M ^ covering Utah, somhem 
Id^o and southwest Wyoming. 
About 200 organs are recovered 
and transplanted annually, and 
lost year about 160 people donat- 
ed tissue, such as eyes, skin or 
bones. 

Alex McDonald, education 
director for lORS, attributes the 
program’s success to establishing 
a smooth working relationship 
with local hospitals over past 
10 years and to the public’s will- 
ingness to participate. 

The construction worker recov- 
ering from the liver transplant 
said he decided 20 years ago to 
donate organs upon his death, 
which he now hopes will be years 
away. 

He hopes to go back to building 
again, along with spending time 
participating in the donor pro- 
gram or other charitable causes. 

“This has really made me 
aware of how much moral sup- 
port they can give you and how 
thot can help let along the aware- 
ness of how much (the program) 
does," he said.

Weather aids Montana firefighters

A wildfire near Plains kept at 
least two families out of their 
homes again Monday, while fir^ 
fighters battling another blaze 
south of Glackr National Park 
managed to save a cabin by 
wrapping it in a fire-resistant 
covering. 

Only one of the major fires in 
Montana expanded Monday, 
thanks to cooler temperatures 
and a lack of wind that kept 
n^es from rapidly spreading. 
Although fire officials kept a 
wary eye on weather forecasts 
that warned of possible light- 
ning and gusty Mnds Tuesday, 
they also were optimistic alx>ut 
predictions of showers by mid- 
week. 

“If we get the moisture 
they’re anticipating it could be 
all over,” said Diane Harlow at 
the U.S. Forest Service Rocky 
Mountain Coordination Center 
in Missoula. “If we don’t get 
the moisture^ it could be a 
whole new ballgamc.” 

By Monday, crews were get- 
ting the upper hand on most of 
tho'state’s 13 largest wildfires 
that had burned about 67,900 
acres.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Parents in the state’s largest 
school district arc split on 
whether they want their childrtsn 
let to get a vacation when the 
2002 Winter Games come to the 
state. 

Sixty percent of those surveyed 
in a recent poll say they want 
their kids to stay in school 
throughout all or part of the 2002 
Olympics. Forty percent of par- 
ents in the state’s largest school 
district want schools dosed for 
the duration of the games. 

Granite Board of Education 
President Lynn Davidson said the 
munbers reflect parents’ uncer- 
tainty about the events. 

“I think there’s a message to 
the Salt Lake Organizing 
Committee that at least the par- 
ents in the Granite School 
District don’t perceive many 
opportunities for their childrai to 
view, live at the site, the actual 
Olympic events," Davidson said. 
“If they can’t get to the sites and 
have to watch TV at home, why 
not leave them in the class- 
room?” 

Last week, SLOC offidols out- 
lined several programs — Indud- 
ing field trips to venues in 1999, a 
multiyear “Cool Winter Gomes” 
art project, and Olympics-related 
curriculum — to promote the 
Games in schools. 

SLOC is also attempting to 
raise more than $3 million for it^ 
Olympics for Youth and Children 
Fund through the sole of 2002 
Olympic Winter Games license 


plates. Proceeds will be used to 
purchase tickets and “Games- 
related experiences for Utah chil- 
dren." 

So far, Davidson said, district 
officials haven’t heard any reason 
to let students out of school. 

"What are they going to do, 
just roam the streets?” he 
asked. So school officials arc 
preparing for three options: 
keeping school in session 
throughout the Games, dosing 
school throughout the Games, or 
dosing school during part of the 
Gomes, said Tim Dyson, student 
Services director. 

Both the University of Utah 
and Weber State University plan 
to recess classes during the 
Games. The Salt Lake Board of 
Education is considering a similar 
move. 

A resolution passed by the 
Utah Legislature recommends 
schoob dose for at least pan of 
the 2002 Games. Olympic organiz- 
ers have not voiced an opinion, 
said SLOC spokeswoman Shelley 
Thomas. 

“We fed there will be wonder- 
ful opportunities for memorable 
experiences during the Games for 
children, whether they have tick- 
ets to events, whetber they just 
experience the Olympics in the 
streets," Thomas said. 

A^ statewide Education 
Advisory Committee has been 
formed to ensure consensus 
among Utah’s public schools, uni- 
versities and parent-teacher osso- 
aations.

MEDFORD. Ore. (AP) — Fire 
burned most of a Boise Cascade 
Corn, lumber plant to tho ground 
early Monday, sending a huge 
plume of smoke and ash into the 
air and lighting the sky with a 
red glow that could be seen for 
miles. 

There were no major injuries 
in the fire, which began at 10:50 
p.m. Sunday in the roof of ^e 
plywood mill, southern 
Oregon’s biggest wood products 
facility, said Capt. Robert 
Walters of Jackson County Fire 
District 3. 

He said fire trews will remain 
on the site for days to mop up hot 
spots and make sure it does not 
re-ignite. 

Walters was among the first 
firefighters on the scene of the 
fire in an Industrial area on the 
outskirts of Medford. He said 
crews had to retreat in the face of 


towering fliunes. 

“We fought it on the roof and 
inside for 30 or 40 minutes until 
tho roof collapsed," he said. 


“Firefighters had to run to adja- 
cent roof structures and those 
inside had to cidt rapidly. 

**niey were definitely ninning 
for their lives." 

Battalion Chief Chris Winney 
said the fire apparently started in 
a wood drier. 

Witnesses said there had 
l»en a fire in the drier earlier 
in the evening. Employees 
thought they had put it out, but 
the fire somehow got up into 
the top of the building above 
the sprinklers. 

Firefighters were able to save 
the facility’s power plant, stor- • 
age areas and office buildings, 
but the main plywood mill and 
a quoncr-mile-long crone build- 
fing were destroyed, Walters 
said.
